Aug. 10—The French 
forces last night made further 
progress against the German 
peritions on the Belgian front. The 
Frenchmen broke into the German 
lines, occupied several farms to the 
eust of Bixechoote and west of Lang- 
emarck, and captured a number of 
machine guns, according to the offi- 
cial statement given out today by 
the French War Department.

Following the war, he became pro- 
prietor of a smal] newspaper in 
Marietta, O. His promotion to ma- 
jor-general came during the Span- 
ish-American War, for distinguished 
services In the Philippines. 

One of the Last. 
[El Centro Progress:] Harrison 
Gray Otis, editor, owner and man- 
ager of the Los Angeles Times, was 
one of the laset_of the old school of 
journalists. In that school were 
Harvey Scott, of the Portland Ore- 
gonian, Medill of the Chicago 
Tribune, Charlies Dana, M. H. De 
Young and Henry Watterson. It is 
needless to say in Southern Califor- 
nia that Otis was a fighter. He 
fought in two wars for his country 
and for thirty-five years as an edi- 
tor.

In his warfare against union ia- 
bor he has been misrepresentéd 
a8 an enemy of labor. indeed he 
has been held up to reprobation as 
the archenemy of labor .in gen- 
eral. There never was a graver 
mistake in the career of any man, 
never a greater injustice done to 
any citizen of the United States, 
than thus to misrepresent: Gen. 
Otis. Although there flowed in his 
veine the best blood in America 
from colonial times, he was always 
one of the most democratic citi- 
zens in the country, simple in his 
life, always approachable to any- 
one who had liegitimate business 
with him and who approached him 
in a half-friendiy manner.
